For some time.past there has been a 
scarcity of coal in this market, which) has, 
at times, almost amounted to an absolute 
famine. The price went up from #12 and 


P$15 a ton to $20 and $25, when purchased in 


quantities of less than aquarter of a ton, 
There bas been much complajnt since the 
rain at the high price of fuel, and there was 
somé talk of holding an indignation meét- 
ing. It was charged that dealers had taken 
advantage of the people, and had compelled 
them to pay the most exorbitant rates for 
coal, and then levied a further tax upon 
them by cumpelling them to pay for deliv- 
ering it. Inorder to getan intelligent idea 
of the situation, and at the sanie time 
ascertain what prospects were in sight fora 
reduction in the price,a TimEs reporter 
was yesterday detailed to investigate the 
matter. 
WALTER 8. MAXWELL, 

one of the largest dealers in the State, and 
who for some time past has had a virtual 
monopoly of the cash trade in this section, 
was found at bis office on Court street. Mr. 
Maxwell said he knew that he had been 

blamed by the public for the thigh price of 
coal, but that it was not his fault. He had 

kept the price at $20 per ton, bat when over- 
crowded with orders during the two 
weeks, had charged $25 when purchased in 

nantes of less than a quarter of a ton.

_ A New Harbor Project. 


In another column of this sie will 
be found a synopsis of the report of 
Gol. G. H. Mendell, Corps of Engineers, 
U.S.A., upon the possibilities for som 
mercial accommodations at a hitherto 
unnoticed point in the 
vicinity of Los Angeles. © 

With the rapidly-growing importance 
of our eommerce, it will never do for 
Los Angeles to depend for deep-sea ac- 
commodation upon a place so distant 
as San Diego, even were there no 
rivalry between the two places. We 
have a very fair port at San Pedro, but 
it leaves considerable to be desired, 
and anything which promises to add 
to our shipping facilities becomes a 
matter of great*importance. 

The cove at Redgndo Beach | has 
been a neglected spot for years. Ever 
since Santa Moniea. was founded, by 
the building of the railroad to that 
city, the old bathing resort at the salt 
works has been lost sight of, and the| 6 
fact that there was deep water close in 
to shore at that point—a fact known to 
very few people—has been overlooked. 
Now, we are told, by an excellent au- 
thority upon sach subjects, that this is 
a. splendid opén roadstead with facil+ 
ities for the creation of an interior 
dock for deep draft vessels. It 
is somewhat. remarkable wat 
a place which 
many advantages as are claimed dor 
this, should have been overlooked so 
long. This may be accounted. for, 
however, by the fact that there never 
has been any movement for the general 
investigation of harbor matters on this 
coast, although appropriations have 
been made, from time to time, for spe- 
cific improvements. 

It is claimed for Redondo Beach that 
the deepest draft vessels can there be 
brought immediately aldngside of cars. 
If it is true that we have here a Jand- 
ing, or port, where vessels diawing 
from 25 to 28 feet of water can come 
immediately alongside of cars, the dis- 
covery of this place will certainly prove 
of much importance to thiscity. With 
a deep-sea port, we could build up a 
trade with Asia. Through freights 
will not stand literage, although we 
have to submit to it for local shipments. 

Of course, all this belongs, so far, to 
the realm of projected improvements. 
Many schemes have been set on foot 
for the creation of new ports in this 
country, but, so far, little has been ac- 
complished. If the projectors of the 
Redondo Beach undertaking succeed in 
accomplishing what they promise, they 
will receive, not only great pecuniary 
benefits, but the acclaims of the 
populace. |
